1 . This Office Action is directed towards tine Applicant's response filed 9-1 7-2008. 
Claims 1-6 and 14-32 are pending and have been examined. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-6 and 14-32 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art In the field does not teach the combination of features of the 
claimed invention, particularly including the steps of distributing a cryptographic key 
between nodes in a quantum key distribution network by the Applicant's method of 
using secret shared bits, reserved secret bits, reserved key symbols, or shared blocks 
of data in the key transport steps.
